16.6. per. cent of these Illinois vet- 
erans have, not finished high 
school. The national average for 
Vietnam era veterans is 15.4 per 
cent. 

Naser explained that veterans 
can' get monthly: payments while 
completing high school under the 
G. I. BUI, without' having their 
payments charged ', against the 
education and training benefits 
for which they may be eligible.

Beneath their Christmas tree a 
family sees an electric home — 
workshop tools; a chemistry set, 
dart game, suction cup tipped ar- 
rows, a toy broom, toddler's push 
toy, brittle plastic baby rattle.- a 
cuddly slutted bear ~jmshed-for 
gltfs, pleasurably enticing, yet po- 
tentially dangerous to the eyes of 
the recipients. 

During the coming holiday sea* 
son, it is estimated that thous- 
ands- of children, will ; suffer un- 
necessary eye injuries caused by 
unsafe- or • mishandled toys, ac- 
cording to the Illinois Optometrle 
Association. Others of all ages 
will suffer eye -injuries from their 
•Christmas gifts during the com- 
ing year. 

"Fathers and sons receiving 
home-workshop . tools, should Avear 
goggles with impact * resistant 
lenses while, using, the. tools' to 
protect their eyes from flying bits 
of. wood, nails or whatever," 
Floyd Mizener, ■ president of the 
Illinois Optometric Association, 
said. Similar goggles are a must 
for home chemists also, who 
should have instruction in proper; 
safe laboratory procedures. "In- 
expensive yet durable safety gog- 
gles can be purchased at most 
hoppy or craft shops, but be cer- 
tain the lenses ar impact-resist- 
ant before buying," Dr. Mizener 
said. - 

-Poorly constructed and jpoorly 
designed toys cause many chil- 
dren's' eye injuries. Although the 
Child Protection Act of 1969 cov- 
ers the removal from sale of 
toys with electrical, mechanical 
or thermal hazards,, many po- 
tentially dangerous toys remain 
on the market. 

Poorly designed toys with 
sharp, pointed or rough edges 
that can cut or injure should be 
avoided. Some stuffed animals 
lose their eyes and noses, reveal: 
ing sharp pins. "Exposed pins 
and nail. points, which can scratch 
or cut a child accidentally poke 
Into an inquiring eye, are parti- 
cularly dangerous," Dr. Mizener 
stated. Poorly constructed toys 
made of thin., brittle plastic can 
shatter, sending splinters or shar^ 
oieces of plastic into a youngster's 
-eyes. 

"Darts, arrows, slings •" shots 
and all missile-type toys are a 
threat to the visual safety of chilr 
dren, especially If they are mis- 
handled," Dr. Mizener said. Those 
children under six should not 
have them. Parents should ex- 
plain to older youngsters the prop- 
er way to handle these potentially 
dangerous toys " and supervise 
such /play. Be wary of suction 
any tipped arrows and darts. 
These tips can fall off, making 
(he toys dangerous.

toy brooms, mops, sweepers and 
toddler's push toys to be , certain 
the edges are rounded. "However, 
such toys are not recommended 
for children under age two, who 
can easily poke the stick in 
their eye," stated Mizener. 

The Illinois optometrist cau- 
tioned that if a child does suffer 
an eye injury, parents should 1 im- 
mediately contact their physiciaa 
-and' follow his instructions. 
; "Optometrists, whUe.not di- 
rectly involved in the actual treat- 
ment of eye injuries, are none- 
theless concerned with the often 
severe visual impairment result- 
ing from -such- injuries/** Dr., 
Mitzner said. "Through the pre- 
scription and adaptation of' opti- 
cal aids, an optometrist may help 
improve the impaired vision after 
the injury has healed," he said; 
■ Protecting vision requires care, 
caution and consideration upon 
the part of the Christmas giver 
and receiver. "But only well con- 
structed, well designed gifts and 
use them, properly," Mr. Mizener 
said.

A kid old enough to know better 
was whooping, it up on hls-mbtor- 
cyclc around some Southern Illi- 
nois University dormitories when 
this redheaded Irishman — not 
much bigger than a minute- 
bounced out of one of them and 
proceeded to chew him down to 
tricycle size. 

Abashed and subdued, the kid 
cooled it. But some days later he 
cracked up the. machine and got 
sent to a hospital. Then the Irish- 
man received a letter: "Mr. Cas- 
sidy," it said, •Tve. been think- 
ing about what you told me and 
you're right. As soon as I get 
out of here I'm going to get rid 
of the bike." 

To Thomas E. Cassidy, an as- 
sistant . professor of English on, 
the Carbondale campus, letters 
from students are' as routine and 
heartfelt as the smiles, helloes 
and handshakes he dispenses to 
one aid all, all the time. Chew- 
ing outs are rare, but if the shoe 
fits, he can throw it. 

Cassidy is probably hands-down 
the most popular prof at SIU. ' In 
one year (1964) he was voted 
"Most Popular" by students and 
then, a . month later,, alums and 
graduating seniors ' tapped him 
for their $1,000 "Great Teacher" 
.award. The parlay is unique. . 

But then. Cassidy, Irish by way 
of Kings Park, L. I., Is undeniably 
unique himself. 

-You see, Cassidy loves to teach. 
And undergraduates are his pride 
and joy. His gift for remember- 
ing students' names and faces' Is 
uncanny, but not so surprising 
when yoii understand that Tom 
Cassidy really . feels -he "'knows 
every one of the thousands he has 
taught over a dozen years- at 
SIU. y 

He gets letters like this: "I 
must have a letter from a former 
teacher and you're the only one 
I ever knew" .... or (from anew 
Marine): ."Could you recommend 
me for Officer Candidate School?. 
You used to say hello to me and 
you're the only one I can go to." 

This, to Cassidy, speaks less 
than good for the Big Impersonal 
University, but if he has his way, 
things will change. He's just 
been put in charge of ,a special 
campus-wide project fo v fincf out 
who. the topnotch teachers are and 
see that they are rewarded by 
way of salary Increases and pro- 
motions. 

And bo plan sKb4ean. heavily on 
the judgments and evaluations of 
students \ themselves. ! "They will 
be the main pipeline." ' ; 

Though no graybeard by any; 
means, Cassidy can reflect on 
enough teaching experience for 
a- lifetime. He'S"- taught under- 



graduate HpgUsh ; : everywhere 
from St. John's, Minn., to the' 
steel -barred classroooins of Men- 
ard State Penitentiary, w here he 
was one of the original preceptors 
of that. Institution's famed "Col- 
lege Gang.", 

He's explained Hemingway and 
Steinbeck to frcshies at Notre 
Dame (his alma mater) and to 
extension classes all over South- 
ern Illinois. And when he isn't 
teaching, he's acting as counselor, 
tutor, adviser, * father-figure and 
general eminence for 125 young 
men of SIU's Bailey Hall, where 
he is Teacher - in -Residence; 
Those residents include the sru 
basketball team and everybody 
calls him "Mr. Cassidy." ' 

As a teaching veteran, then, 
Cassidy has some pointed ideas 
about what goes into a good 1 one." 
They might surprise you: . 

—"The three quickest ways to 
lose a college class- are rambling 
at length about your own inter- 
ests; reciting a lecture like a pro- 
grammed machine; and ignoring 
the personal- touch." 

—"You need to be committed to 
the act of teaching. You've got 
to understand students on their 
own terms." 

—"I'm all for the student-teach- 
er gap. Students want to respect 
teachers as teachers, not as bud- 
dies. Anyone who believes, glad- 
handing and palship Is the answer 
is denying his own function. He's 
In need of a teacher himself." 

— "The directed question-and* 
answer technique ('May I have 
your thought on this, Mr. Jones?') 
is still a good one. Students have 
to be drawn Into the class." 
— "You can sense, in a week 
what kind of a class you've got. 
Then you pace tilings according- 
ly. I never teach a course the 
same way. Students have more

Q,— I own a number of Series 
E Bonds, bought from the 40's 
through this year. Would It be to 
my advantage to cash the older 
Bonds and put the money Into cur- 
rent-Issue E Bonds, which now 
pay. 5 Mi -percent. Interest,, when 
held to maturity? 

A.— No, for two good reasons. 
First, the rate you mentioned ap- 
plies to ALL E Bonds held to 
maturity or beyond. It works 
this way. Series E Bonds pur- 
chased on or after June 1, 1970, 
when held to maturity of &. years, 
10 months, earn 5^-percent an- 
nual interest from date of issue to 
date of .maturity. Your E bonds 
which have not reached first' ma- 
turity receive a 16-percent in-, 
crease in yield for semiannual in- 
terest periods, beginning on or 
after June 1, 1970, payable as a 
bonus at maturity. 

And your E Bonds which have 
reached first maturity, or are ex- 
tended beyond first maturity, 
while the bonus is in effect, will 
have the *%. percent credited at 1 
the end of each semiannual inter- 
est period, "beginning oh or after 
June 1, 1970, through their next 
maturity. - The _ bonus on these 
bonds is payable whenever they 
are redeemed, However, there 
is good reason not to redeem 
Bonds' in this category.

How can I determine when they 
started to earn Interest

Coupon 

A new $5 food coupon will soon 
be * issued to participants in the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture's 
Food Stamp Program. The new 
coupon, maroon in color, will be 
used along with the. present. 50- 
ccnt and $2 coupons. 

The $5 coupon is being intro- 
duced to improve the operating 
efficiency of . the Food Stamp 
Program, which has been greatly 
expanded during the past year, 
A family of four, for example, 
now gets $106 worth of food cou- 
pons each month. Food buying 
bonuses paid to the 6,800,000 peo- 
ple taking pari in the program in 
October totaled $125,800,000— five 
times the bonus payment in No- 
vember, 1960, before the program 
was improved.. 

The new, larger-denomination 
coupon will reduce the number of 
coupons needed to operate the 
program. It will also make hand- 
ling of food stamp coupons more 
practical and convenient for the 
participants in the program, for 
the offices which issue the cou- 
pons to participants, for the retail 
food stores that take the coupons 
in trade, and for 1 he banks which 
redeem them.

Develop the habit of checking out your brake and throttle before 
you begin riding your snowmobile. It's possible, that your throttle 
might slick due to freezing water.

* Moke sure alt your lights — front and rear' — are functioning 
properly. Carry somo spare parts such as a starter rope, drive bell,

$ Christmas in the 
West in the 1850s 

The. famous landscape 
architect Frederick Law 
Olmsted was visiting far 
from home, in Texas dur- 
ing the Christmas season 
in the early 1850 s. Evi- 
dently, his preconceived 
impressions . of the wild 
.West bore out. In his diary 
he noted that from his 
hotel window he could see 
the Christmas Eve cele- 
bration in San Augustine 
was noisy and boisterous. 
The town only had about 
50 houses and 12 shops, 
but its citizens gathered 
into a band, of serenaders., 
who went about the small 
village beating on tin pans 
and being very boisterous'. 
This was in sharp contrast 
to Olmsted's Now England, 
upbringing. Throughout 
Texas and the West, 
Christmas Day was often 
spent in ' wild turkey 
shoots, followed by a tre- 
mendous feast with the 
bircPas featured fare.

The. tirsC English print- 
ed cards were very simple ;

Pioneers 
of Christmas card print- 
■ ing in the United States 
were mostly Germans such 
as Louis Prang, who 
opened a shop in Roxbury, 
Mass. in 1874.

Christmas is more of a 
family affair and often 
quieter in Latin America 
than in the more devel- 
oped, industriali/.ed north- 
ern countries. ' Families 
i eat a large, intimate din-' 
ner.

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THE FESTIVE TREE 
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_ One of the most joyous elements of the Christmas 
season is the Evergreen tree. Yet it is a fact that they 
were first brought~into~homes 'tit :a time of fear. And 
primitive man thought that they harbored beneficent 
spirits. . ■ 

In the North, primitive man watched with mount- 
ing terror the decline of the life-giving sun. Lengthen- 
ing winter nights carried the threat ol' unending cold, 
darkness and hunger. Frozen fields held no promise of 
another harvest. Fruit trees stood bare, apparently 
lifeless, deserted by the spirits. 

"Alone in the bitter cold and gloom, the evergreens 
stood as a document of faith in the revival of the sun 
god. and the return of. light and life to the frozen 
world. Living conifers in tubs were brought indoors 

-to prop the householders' courage and to shelter the 
sylvan spirits. These earliest trees of the winter sol- 
stice ritual were not ornamented. They .were a testa- 
ment of life, not mere decoration. - 
The frivolous elements in the social observance of 
the Christmas holidays. came not from the North but 
from the Mediterranean countries. In Rome, the cele- 

'bration of the winter solstice was an imagined return 
to-j.he simplicity and brotherly goodwill of the Golden 
Age. During the week of the Saturnalia which began 
on Dec. 17, all class distinctions and rules of decorum 
were. suspended. No official business was transacted, 
children were released from school and truces were 

. imposed on battlefields. Houses and public buildings 
were garlanded with flowers, and evergreens. Gifts 
were exchanged, feasts were rampant and masks and 
mummerv roamed the cobbled streets.
